ery Bykovsky, 28,, also awoke re- 
freshed from his third night of 
globe-girdling. 


"Both cosmonauts began their 


^ , working day with physical exer- 


cises," said Tass. 


Tass said all systems on the 


tw.o spaceships—Vostok 5 and Vo- 
stok 6—were working normally. 


Soviet officials remained silent 


on whether Bykovsky and Miss 
Tereshkova would attempt a ren- 
dezvous in space. 


Observers noted, however, that 


Miss Tereshkova is not a trained 
pilot and might not be able to 


<$ carry out her role in a complicat- 


ed link-up maneuver.

ing a man and woman into space 
was to compare the effects of 
space flight on the two sexes.

hat fell there Sunday morning. 
The group had put up $500 as a 


down payment and had promised 
3erry another $500 if he produced 
•ain by midnight Saturday. Wheth 
er Berry will get his extra $500 
las not been decided. 


A Jefferson County group gave 


Berry $1,000 down and had anoth 
er $1,000 waiting for him, but 
there, too, the situaution remained 
unsettled. 


Most of the Nashville group was 


ready to credit Berry with the rain 
that fell there, but they said it 
was too little and too late. Berry 
had contracted to produce two 
inches of rain by midnight Satur 
day for a $1,500 fee. 


At Portland, in Ashley County 


the farmers were ready to chip in 
$50 apiece in addition to the $1,000 
they already had raised. They said 
they got from one to three inche, 
of rain and were more than satis 
tied. 


Twenty farmers at Dermott paid 


Berry $750 and promised him an 
equal amount if he brought 
within five days. Some 60 farm 
ers, lawyers and bankers at Me 
Gehee put up $2,000 for shower 
in an area 20 miles square withi;

Appeals to 
Nation to 
Cooperate

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Kennedy, faced with a racial 
crisis that threatens violence and 
lives, finally appealed in a nation- 
wide broadcast for. an end to dis- 
crimination against Negroes. 


He did five things in his talk 


Tuesday night: 


1. He blamed all 50 states, not 


just the South where racial preju- 
dice is most intense, for discrim- 
ination. 


2. He made equal treatment for 


Negroes an urgent necessity by 
noting that violence and lives are 
threatened. 


3. He asked all white Americans 


to examine their conscience and 
cooperate in ending discrimina- 
tion. 


4. By the "broadcast he put the 


full weight of his office behind his 
plea to give Negroes the constitu- 
tional rights denied them. 


5. He outlined steps he wants 


Congress to take in this direction 
by passing laws to overcome seg- 
regation. 


That he make such a talk had 


been urged on Kennedy from vari. 
ous quarters for weeks as racial 


tensions increased and, in some 
places, burst into riots. 


The indications were that ho 


wouldn't. 


He finally did it a few hours 


after compelling the admittance 
of two Negroes to the University 
of Alabama over the completely 
empty resistance of Gov. George 
C. Wallace. 


If Kennedy had made the same 


kind of talk earlier in his admin- 
istration some, if not most, of the 
present tensions might have been 
avoided although perhaps not un- 
less he had followed the talk with 
action. 


By the same token race rela- 


tions in the United States now 
might have been far more ad- 
vanced1 if President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower had made a similar 
plea just once in his eight years 
in office. 


Kennedy made two points on 


the legislation he will lay before 
Congress: 


—He wants a law giving Ne- 


groes the right to be served in' 
public facilities, like hotels and 
restaurants. This seems to mean 
a law forbidding proprietors of 
such facilities, if they are in- 
volved in interstate commerce at 
all, to decide on their own to re- 
fuse to serve Negroes. On May 21 
the Supreme Court ruled no state 
or city law can force such a pro- 
prietor to discriminate. It didn't 
yet say whether they could do it 
on their own.

NEW YORK (AP) - Former 


President 
Herbert 
Hoover re- 


mains in "very serious" condition 


"His heart action is somewhat 


irregular and he has a low-grade 
fever," his doctors reported Sun- 
day. 


Hoover, 88, was described as 


suffering 
from 
"anemia, sec- 


ondary to bleeding from the gas- 
tro-intestinal tract," but doctors 
said there has been no evidence of 
further bleeding in the past 36 
hours. 


Conspicuous by its absence is 


any description of the remarkable 
details Major Cooper said he saw 
of a truck, a train and other 
signs of life in the high Himalayas, 
including part of Red China. 


But aside from that, Cooper- 


in the privacy of his space cabin 
—seems finally relaxed and alone 
with the heavens, despite an ap- 
parent initial overawareness he 
was being tape recorded. Let the 
diary tell it: 
'• 


"Well (clears throat) first night 


side and I have a bright bli>e 
band. A thick, .diffused band of 
blue color — the sun is spread 
out very widely. It's settling now. 
And there it goes. A very Bright 
blue band all the way around the 
earth." 


With less than an hour in 


space, Cooper reported to his di- 
ary: 


"And I have the haze layer that 


Wally (Schirra,, a fellow astro- 
naut) was talking about. I can 
see the stars down in it. And it 
is — up and around the earth 
—to a number of degrees... 
can 


see the stars above it. I can see 
the stars down in it.
